The police notified Middleton that he 
would have to pay $75 as a guarantee 
for the return expenses of the suspected 
man, if they succeeded in finding him. 
He sent $75 to headquarters, but has 
not yet been informed of the man’s 
capture.

If the robber had only taken every- 
thing Middleton had, instead of leaving 
him $75 or more, he might,’ it appears, 
have left the city and gone ayywhere 
he chose,* without fear of being followed 
up by the St. Louis police. For Chief 
Creecy says. that, in cases wKere sus- 
pects in such cases are - arrested in 
other cities, and: the complainant does 
not provide the money for their. return, 
the only thing he can do Is to notify the 
police of the other city to release their 
prisoner.

Fortune Left by Father Has 
Grown Rapidly During 
Young Man’s Minority. 


Wooster Lambert, the youngest son 
of the late Jordan Lambert and heir of 
the Lambert estate, became of legal] age 
Wednesday.. Incidentally he becomes 
one of the most eligible young men in 
St. Leuls—with a fortune estimated at 
$800,000 and so invested that he will have 
an income of about $80,000 a year. 

A. W. Lambert and A. R. Deacon, the 
official guardians of the young man, 
are now at work preparing a report on 
investments and securities they have 
carefully watched since he was a child. 
Thig report will be filed in the Probate 
Court during the week and from that 
time on Wooster Lambert’s name on a 
check with six figures will be good. 

Wooster Lambert is the brother of Al- 
berf Bond, Jordan, Marion and Gerard 
Lambert. Each of these received his 
share of the estate at the age of 21. As 
Wooster’s share has been accumulating 
at compound interest in the years it has 
beén tied up for him, he has received a 
larger portion than either of the others. 

Fortune Has Grown, 

Arthur W. Lambert, a cousin, and one 
of the guardians, said to a Post-Dis-- 
patch reporter that he could not discuss 
the growth of young Lambert's fortune 
or state what his holdiags are now be- 
fore the report was in the Probate 
Court. He said this uld probably be 
done on Friday or Satutday. 

But it is known that the fortune of the 
youth has grown during the 21 years of 
his life to great proportions. It consists 
of stock in the Lambert Pharmacal Co. 
and in real estate. 

One of the features of the inheritance 
is that it makes the youngest son 
probably the wealthiest member of His 
family. At the time his elder brothers 
came into their inheritance their hold- 
ings did not represent as much capital 
and since that time they have had the 
expenses of families to keep up while 
Wooster Lambert has been at school 
and college and living on a modest al- 
lowance. The bulk.of his fortuné has 
grown with the investments made by 
the guardians. 

Is Student at Princeton. 

Wooster Lambert is now a student at 
Princeton. He finishes his “education 
there next year. At college and among 
his friends in St..Louis he is very popu- 
lar—being unassuming in his manner 
and apparéntiy not allowing the knowl- 
edge of the fortune that was to be his 
to affect his attitude towards others. , 
‘ He is fond of sports.

Dickinson’s Victory in Sixth 
Taken as G. O. P. Weak- 
ness Throughout Missouri. 


ORGANIZATION IS SOLID 


Many Fine Plums to Be 
Fought For at the Next 
Fall Election. 


Encouraged by the overwhelming vic- 
tory in the Sixth Congressional Dis- 
trict election, Democratic leaders are 
planning an early and aggressive cam- 
paign to take the State out of Répub- 
lican hands. 

Candidates for State and city offices 
are expected to announce their posi- 
tions rapidly. A party nomination, they 
believe, will be equivalent to success. 
For the first time in six years, the 
leaders of all the Democratic factions 
are together, and this is one of the 
reasons for the superior organization 
shown by the Democrats in the Sixth 
District. 

The final returns, as officially tabu- 
lated by the county clerks, show C. C. 
Dickinson defeated his Republican op- 
ponent, Phil S. Griffith, by 8754 ma- 
pority. 

Expect 30,000 Majority. 

If this ratio of gain can be held at 


their majority. in the State will exceed 
30,000. 

They expect to do much better in the 
cities, which, with the exception of 
Kansas City, went solidly Republican at 
the 1908 election. 

The annual salaries of all the of- 
ficials in the State to be elected in 
November aggregate more than _ $2,000,- 
000. In every county, assessors, collec- 
tors, county clerks and members of the 
Legislature are to be chosen. 

The State at large will be called upon 
to elect a Supreme Court Judge, Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioner and 
Superintendent of Public Schools. It is 
generally believed the present incum- 
bent, Judge James B. Gantt, will re- 
ceive the supreme judgeship nomina- 
tion, although friends of Judge Shelton 
of Macon are urging him to make the 
race, 

Opposition for Gass. 

Superintendent Gass will have oppo- 
Sition for renomination. For Railroad 
Commissioner, Capt. W. C. Bronaugh, 
J. A. C. Hiller and others are already 
in the field. 

St. Louis is to elect five new circuit 
judges to succeed Judges Sale, Kinsey, 
Homer, Fisher and Withrow, whose 
terms expire this year. 

The term of this office is six years and 
the salary $5500 a year. 

Other choice plums on the November 
political tree are those of Prosecuting 
and Assistant Prosecuting Attorney, two 
Judges of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion and a Recorder of Deeds. 

Then there are three State Senators 
to be elected from this city and 16.mem- 
bers of the lower_house of the Legisla- 
ture, besides three Congressmen. ‘The 
Democratic contest in the Hleventh Dis- 
trict promises to be unusually lively.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Hazing which 
| oes not impair the health or interfere 
with the studies of cadets will be per- 
mitted at the United States military 
academy, West Point, if the regulations 
prepared by officials of the War De- 
partment are enacted into law. 
The law prohibiting hazing at West 
Point, passed by Congress in 1901, has 
acted as a boomerang. Cadets. appoint-: 
ed by members who aided in framing 
the present law have been dismissed 
from the academy. This kind of medi- 
cine does not taste good to the mem- 
bers, 80 they have put it up to the 
| Secretary of War to pull ‘their chest- 
nuts out of the fire. : 
Law Cuts Off Thrée. leat 
Secretary of War Dickinson, nick- 
named by the President “the man with 
the iron jaw,” however, believes in 
strictly enforcing the law. He has 
enforced the law in the case of three 
cadets—Edward C. Boykin of Virginia, 
Robert N. Bodine of Missouri and Har- 
old M. Rediner of New Jersey... Dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays these men 
were dismissed from the academy for 
hazing. The members of Congress who 
appointed them have been trying to 
have them reinstated. But the Secre- 
tary of War is a stickler for law and 
will not reinstate them. He has put 
the matter up to Congress. 

“The War Department does not make 
the regulations,’’ an army officer of high 
rank stated today, “but Congress makes 
them. They evidently have made one 
law too many.”’ 

Neither officials of the War Depart- 
ment nor the superintendent of the Mili- 
tary Academy believe that the present 
law is a good one. They believe it is too 
drastic. Congress passed the law follow- 
ing an investigation of the hazing of 
Cadet Booz in 1901.

Representative Howell is in favor of 
the regulations governing ghazing at the 
naval academy. This, he maintains, al- 
lows the playing’ 6f “nil pranks and 
moderate hazing. It is known that of- 
ficials of the War Department have 
gone over the naval regulations and with 
a few slight modifications would favor 
them. These regulations provide that 
all cases of hazing which are not cruel 
or injurious in nature shall be proceeded 
against, dealt with and punished as of: 
fenses against the good order and disci- 
pline, end for violation and breaches of 
the rules of the academy. 
Such a thing as ducking a man fn cold 
water, making him carry heavy loads, 
polish shoes, stand on his ear, put his 
foot in his vest pocket and such other 
brands of hazing as is enjoyed in col- 
leges and universities will be permitted 
under the regulations of the nature of 
those governing Annapolis. 

Yourng Men Glad of Change. 
There is much joy being expressed by 
the younger army officers on duty in 
Washington over the contemplated 
change. . They say that life at West 
Point again will be worth suffering for. 
They maintain that all the hazing done 
there would not hurt a child, and that 
only weaklings protest against it. These 
young officers maintain that the treat- 
ment of “‘plebes’” at the Point by the 
upper class men is tender and gentle 
and the most considerate. a 
The Senate has passed a lution au- 
thorizing the application of the modified 
rules in ‘the case of the three cadets 
dismissed Christmas week.

The 
store man and peddlers gouged the people 40 cents 4 
peck. I sold hundreds of bushels of spinach, packed 
solid and full measure, at 10 cents. About three years 
ago I sent one bushel of apples to a friend in lowa, 
by express, 300 miles, The express company in St. 
‘Louis gouged me $1.3. There are many places in the 
country where the farmers are only getting $3 for 
cattle. Why is it that the citizens complain about 
the farmer getting too much? Show me? 

This is true, The farmers are nothing but fools or 
slaves; they are getting absolutely nothing for their 
work! If a farmer has to buy anything in the city 
the monopolists just announce their price and the 
farmer has to pay or go without.

URGED TO RETAN 
HILL AT STATE U. 


An amendment to the Missouri Consti- 
tution providing for a special tax to be 
levied for a fund to maintain the State 
University is urged by graduates of the 
Columbia University and legislators as 
@ solution of the financial problems of 
the school. This, it is believed,'also will 
be a successful plan by which the serv- 
ices of President A. Ross Hill can be 
retained. ~ 

Dr. Hill has been offered an increased 
salary by the University of Minnesota, 
and has the matter under consideration. 
He has complained that the Missouri 
State University has been discriminated 


against in the matter of funds appropri- 


ated by the Legislature for the main- 
tenance of the school, which hampered 
its efforts. If he leaves .the school and 
accepts the Minnesota offer, it will be 
because of this false economy condition, 
it is said. | 

Members. of the alumni of the State 
University in St. Louls have interested 
many business men in the movement to 
Place the institution on a firm financial 
footing, and approve the special tax 
plan. They explain that a tax of a few 
mills on the $100 valuation will not be 
a hardship on taxpayers and will create 
an annual fund sufficient to furnish the 
proper equipment for the school and re- 
lieve the officials of the institution from 
appearing before the Legislature each 
two years to beg for appropriations. 
State Senator Frank W. McAllister ap- 
proves the alumnus idea, and. expressed 
the hope that Dr. Hill would be re- 
tained as president. Fred W. Lehmann 
and C. P. Walbtridgé are among the 
many St. Louisans who have interest- 
ed themselves in a plan to retain the 
services of Dr. Hill and place the school 
on @ firm footing. 
The last Legislature appropriated $840,- 
000 for the two-year period of 1909-10 for 
the university. In 1908 the sum of $640,- 
000 was appropriated, part of that being 
for the erection of buildings, The same 
year other states whose taxable proper- 
ty was less than that of Missouri ap- 
propriated larger sums for the mainten- 
ance of their state universities.

T SEEMED to me that the little trio

the Odeon last night was, in its es- 
sence of quaintness and picturesque 
charm, the most beautifully memorable 
event of a memorable evening. 

This, too, in despite of the fact that the 
night's: pleasure reached its crowning 
with an admirable presentation of the 
splendidly full-volumed Fifth Symphony 
by the orchestra, following an efficient 
orchestral interpreting of the less im- 
posing Fourth Symphony and a pecull- 
arly delightful treatment of the String 
Quartet No. 5, in which, undeniably, Mr. 
Zach’s string sections were heard to 
better advantage than at any other mo- 
ment of the present brilliant Symphony 
season, 

The appealing little trio, somehow, re- 
fuses to take its properly subordinated 
place in one’s after-contemplation of 
the program. In an astonishing sort of 
way it remaing in one’s mind as might 
the timid but devout offering of one of 
those baldly beautiful Morality Plays of 
early Christian times in. company with 
an otherwise somewhat more modern 
evening of majestic spectacular produc- 
tions, etching itself into one’s memory 
with indelible strokes of naive sincerity. 

Its three players might well have been 
shepherds af long ago, piping to their 
flocks in the fields, so ancient and pas- 
toral were the notes they sounded, 

And the lovely little Beethoven mel- 
ody of their playing was joyous and 
greatly simple, as of that younger 
world, when childlike poets of devoted 
thought, walked the earth and made it 
glad. j 

You would not think that an audience 
of the present day might care for an 
unassuming presentation of such utter 
genuineness as is revealed in this little 
Beethoven trio; yet.the fine truth is that 
last night’s house responded to it in the 
most appreciative spirit. It was untir- 
ing in its applauding of the three play- 
ers—surely they would have been obliged 
to make answer with an encore had it 
not been for Mr. Zach's just belief that 
the solicitously planned program of a 
Beethoven evening must not be dis- 
turbed in such manner.

HE DESCRIBES FIGHT 


Declares He Only Defended 
Himself When Dr. Cowles 
Called Him “Cur.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, Feb. 3.—The proceedings in 


the courtmartial of Paymaster George 
P. Auld, U. S. N., are more interesting 
for what is hinted at than for what is 
put in evidence. At times there are in- 
dications that the real facts behind the 
fracas in which Paymaster Auld and 
Dr. Bdward 8S. Cowles were engaged at 
a hop at the Charleston Ngvy Yard 
will be revealed. But just as the truth 
is about to told there is an objection 
raised, the secret powers controlling the 
“navy set’’ are exerted and the denoue- 


ment is prevented. 

Miss Margaret Ames, who invited Dr. 
and Mrs. Cowles to the hop, was asked 
regarding Paymaster Auld’s appearance 
just before he asked Dr. Cowles to 
leave the ballroom, said he was ‘‘fearful- 
ly agitated, nervous and excited.”” She 
said, in answer to a question, that she 
did. not mean to insinuate that he was 
under the influence. of liquor. 

She said that she knew what caused 
his agitated condition, but objected to 
telling, and the direct question was 
withdrawn 


Paymaster Denies Striking Doctor. 

Paymaster Auld, a trim young fellow. 
denied positively that he struck Dr. 
Cowles at the dance. He declared that 
in asking Cowles to leave the hop he 
believed he had the approval of the 
‘naval set.’ His own friends; he de- 
clared, had agreed that Cowles was “un- 
desirable’’ because Dr. Cowles took 
Miss Hesler’s picture and of what fol- 
lowed. The encounter, he swore, was 
provoked by Cowles, who called him a 
‘“‘cur.”’ 

Auld testified, in brief: ‘Miss Ames 
sent for me and asked me if 1 used her 
name in asking Dr. Cowles to leave the 
hall.
